Dr. Cbauncey Dapew, of New York 
(who, It will be remembered, presided 
at the General's meeting In that city), 
wIU be read wit* Interest. I&ey 
formed part of an addreae before the 
Hew York State Bar Association at 
Albany, N.Y., January 21**:— 

"The Idea of securing at an early 
date an International court represent- 
ing and embracing all the aatloas of 
Europe and North, and South America 
Is probably at present Utopian. But 
the United States and Great Britain 
have no reaaon to be guided by the 
standards of the eontJtwpt. They 
have the same common law. T&elr 
legislation has been ror the part fifty 
years along similar lines of progress 
and liberty. Itelr courts and meth- 
ods of procedure are alike Is most 
of their characteristics. It Is possible 
for these two sreat countries est or 
this present difficulty to eorolve a 
tribunal of international law and Jus- 
tice, which shall be In perpetual ses- 
sion, whose meiubura shall be selected 
with such care, whose dignity shall 
receive such recognition, and whose 
reputation shall be so great that 
each nation can submit to It any ques- 
tion In dispute, and bew to its deel- 
ston with safety and bonor. We, the 
lawyers of Use United States, and onr 
brethren the lawyers of Great Bri- 
tain, faithful to the traditions of our 
prafesailon and toe blgb calling of onr 
order, can agitate and educate for the 
creation of this great court. The 
elosmg of the nineteenth, the moot 
beneficent and progressive of centur- 
ies, would be made glorious by giv- 
ing to the twentieth this great leswon 
£sd guide for the growth of It* hu- 
manlftee and the preservation and 
perpetuity of civilization and liberty."
